Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: A new matter rejection and possible amendmens to overcome the 
rejection were discussed. A reversion of the limitations M a1 M and "a2" to "a M and "A" and 1/r to K/r was proposed. A term 
"mediated" recited in claim 3 raises the issue of indefinitness under 112, second paragraph. An issue of a possible 
utility problem was discussed because the instant claims do not recite a source of data or information about the result 
(e.g., comparing normal and diseased tissue or two different diseased tissues) . 
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
